Federal Ruling May Close 
Albany Children's Center 


The new federal guidelines re- 
quire that eligible families must 
be in such desparate circumstanc- 


es that, without child care, they 


would have to apply for welfare 


within the next six months. Fur- 
thermore, the effect of these new 
regulations will be that, once 
such a family gains economic in- 
dependence, they will no longer 
be eligible for child care. 

There will be a 30-day waiting 
period, before the new regulations 
take effect, during which HEW 
officials will consider any objec- 
tions to these new guidelines. 

It is hoped, by many at the 
Children’s Center, that state 
funds may be available to con- 
tinue the present program. How- 
ever, word was received from 
Sacramento last Friday, that 
state funds for child care centers 
have already been exhausted for 
this year, and that no more are 
available. 

Because of revised HEW guide- 
lines, concerning who is eligible 
for federally supported child care, 
the Albmuiy Childredi’s Center lo-| 


cated in University Village may 
close on March 30. 


Under the newly adopted fed- 
eral rules, only 40 of the 180 chil- 
dren now at the Center will con- 
tinue to be eligible. Since it is 
economically ‘unfeasible to run a 
program for such a few children, 
the Center will have to close, un- 
less new sources of funds are 
found before ‘that date. 

The Albany Children’s Center, 
located at 1140 9th St., has been 
in operation for over 30 years, 
serving working and student fam- 
ilies in the area, The loss of this 
service will hit particularly hard 
at the top 89 single-parent fami- 
lies, as well as students, many 
of whom may be forced to drop 
out of schoo] without the low-cost 
child care provided by the Center. 

Parents with children at the 
Center, have organized a letter 
writing campaign, and have sent 
a delegation to Sacramento. It is 
‘hoped that others may wish to 
aid in securing help to keep the 
Center in operation. Those inter-

Difficulties Ahead 
For Mid-Term Grads 


If the Board of Education ac- 
cepts the recommendation of the 
Albany High School Graduation 
Requirements Committee, stu- 
dents in the future may find it 
more difficult to be a mid-term 
graduate. 

The committee is recommend- 
ing a raise in the present credit 
requirements to 220 units be 
made, while keeping the existing 
course curriculum, 

According to Al Morgan, high 
school faculty and committee 
member, students should ‘be in 
high school for four years. Most 
of the jobs available to the young 
people are fine while they are in 
school, but for the purpose of 
supporting themselves—that is 
another thing, Morgan noted. 

It was also noted that the mid- 
term graduates are causing the 
school to lose approximately 
$7,000 per year. 

While the committee’s report 
has been submitted to the Board 
of Education, no action has been 
taken yet.

The laws most frequently vio- 
lated by cyclists are: 1) Riding 
without lights or reflectors, 2) 
Riding on the wrong side of the 
street (cyclists must go with the 
traffic, not against it), 3) Ignor- 
ing stop signs or signals. 4) 
Making sudden turning move- 
ments without signaling. 5) Rid- 
ing more than one person on a 
bike without proper. seats. 6) 
“Show-off” or unsafe-type riding. 
7) Riding on the sidewalk in a 
business district. (This may be 
done only in a residential area.) 

According to the Chief, these 
aws were passed to protect the 
people, and in almost every case 
of a bicycle accident, one or more 
of the above laws were violated.
